My  Lord,  My  Ladies  tnd  Gontlonen, 

In  accordance  ^.'ith  ^•'ar-tirae  practice  the  Minister  of  iiealth 
requires  that  an  interim  report  only  should  he  made  for  the  2^sar 
I9I4.2  and  that  vital  statistics  and  other  records  should  he 
carefully  preserved, 

lieasles  and  V/hooping  ‘^ough  ■'^'ero  not  so  prevalent  as  last 
year  but  some  65  and  50  casos  respectively  ’-'.^re  notified, 

Dip^.horia  immunisation  continued  during  the  year  and 
although  it  is  impossihle  to  get  accurate  figures  I estimato  that 
hy  the  end  of  the  year  'JOfo  of  children  under  5 yoars  had  been 
treated  and  73/^  those  betmoen  5 15,  It  should  bo  noted 

that  immunisation  is  not  usually  carried  out  under  10  months  so 
that  of  the  children  under  5 ‘'■'Mo  r/ore  eligible,  Sl\.fs  ’^'^oro  protected, 
/^ain  County  Council,  Teachers  and  ilurscs  co-operated.  One  case 
of  Diphtheria  ’•mas  notified  in  a child  under  I5  ’'■'ho  had  boon 
immun'  sod  before  coming  to  this  county  end  som.o  six  months  before 
the  onset  of  the  disease. 


Som.e  66  casos  of  Scabies  ^oro  brought  to  ray  notice  during  the 
year,  involving  ^0  families.  Ten  children  and  a mother  from  throe 
families  ^■ere  sent  to  hospitfil  after  prolonged  tre?:tnont  at  home. 

In  t’vo  of  those  families  there  vas  a recurrence  of  the  disease.  One 
boy  was  sent  back  for  a further  course  of  hospital  treatment,  but 
the  condition  again  rocurrod. 

T’r'ore  vras  no  material  change  in  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis, 
I have  tho  honour  to  be.
